It will be no easy task to set up 
these competitions, but without 
them soccer will inevitably 
stagnate no matter what effort 
goes in at international, national 
and State League levels. 

And, when they are 
established, club competitions will 
surely spread to the next range of 
towns, putting the pressure on for 
more progress still.
